OF ELECTRICITY 


THE BASIS OF A HIGHER 
CIVILISATION 


BRITISH “FORECAST 

The future of electricity, in Bri- 
tain is discussed in a review of the 
industry issued by the British 
Electrical and Allied Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. The report fore- 
“the entire’. national 
economic and’social organisation 
living and moving as part of a 
new and ‘higher civilisation brought 
into being by electricity.” The re- 
port urges the wider electrification 
of the railways, and states that 
there ig no reason why = main-line 
electrification should not be under- 
taken. 

The study diseusded in detail the 
economic position und future pro- 
spects of electrical developments, 
shows the success of a policy of 
ratfonalisation and co-operation, and 
generally outlines the growth of an 
industry which to-day gives direct 
in this country to 
nearly a quarter of a million 
people, Their work will, according 
to the report, change the world in 
the near future, and the results of 
two years’ patient statistical ‘re- 
search are adduced in support of 
the assertion. . 

“One can,” it states, “see in the 
future an entire national economic 
and. social organisation based on 
electrical power. | Large central 
stations interconnected by overhead 
main transmission’ lines will bring 
rivers of energy from 
reservoir, to another.  Eleztricity 
will be produced in enormous 
volume. The great power-consum- 
ing industries will feed their sur- 
plus into the national system, and 
tap it in turn at certain periods 
when manufacturing activity causes 
an excess demand for . motive 
power. 

Prosperity for Country Towns 

“The great industrial centres will 
maintain in constant production an 
intricate and highly elaborate world 
of factories and work-shops, while 
small tradosmen ‘and rural artific- 
ers would again be active in pro- 
ducing commodities of value and

‘|beauty sufficient to bring prosper: | 
ity back again to country town- 


ships, rural districts and - isolated 
market towns. Suburban electrifi- 
cation ‘would improve the trans: 
port facilities in the derlsely 
populated areas, while the electrifi- 
cation of the main lines would 
accelerate the transport of indus- 
trial products and ‘allow the manu- 
facturer“to carry out that ideal of 
service to the consumer which has 
always formed a part of the Amer- 
ican gospel of prosperity. The 
household, as a result of improved 
economic conditions, would be 
changed and heautified through the 
use of electricity. 

“One can see the entire national 
economic and social organisation 
living and moving as part of a new 
and higher civilisation brought into 
being by electricity, and the possi- 
bilities of realising such a con- 
summation gives a purpose and an 
energy to the power industries euch 
as no other industry or group of 


industrics has had in the past.” 


The report strongly urges wider 
electrification of railways. ‘There 
is,” jt declares, “no reason why 
main-lIine electrification should not 
be undertaken. The main argu- 
ment against it hitherto has been 
that the cost of electricity and the 
capital expenditure required per 
mile of track would de so high that 
conversion from steam drive would 
not be justified. 

“It hag been observed also that 
the locatlon of | existing public 
supply stationa. and the arrange- 
ment of transmisafon and distribu- 
tion . systems are not altogether 
favorable for aupply to the rail- 
ways. There would: be the neces- 


sity for new. power astntions and. 


new distribution systenas to supply 
power for traction, and the capital 
cost of | generation, transmission, 
and distribution would be added to 
tha cost of electrifying ‘'the track 
and of providing rolling stock.

“The railways will inour alono 
expenditure on distribution and 
they will be able to obtain their 
electricity at a very low price. 
The capital cost of electrification 
would bear, on conversion of the 
line, the provision of electric 
locomotives and motor coaches and 
the supply of distributlon cables 
with a. number of sub-stations. The 
agrument against conversion based 
on capital expenditure will be con- 
siderably weakened by the national 
scheme itself, while the possibility 
of obtaining electricity at .4d. or 
6d per unit {s such as to bring to 
British railway companies al! the 
advantages of cheap power which 
Swiss, German, and French rail- 
ways enjoy at the présent time. 


"The Ideal in this country would | 


be for the very large towns, like 
Birmingham, Manchester, Sheffield, 
Leeds, and Glasgow, to electrify 
thelr suburban systems, and link up 
such systems by intermediate main- 
line sections, 

Industrial Demand 

‘ industrial demand both 
electricity and electrical 
been » sub-normal 
for elyhts years, but the 
progress ‘of amalgamationas,: es 
pecially in fron and 
would indicate that this period 
of comparative inertia is past, 
and that, granted sufficient en- 
couragement, the leading ‘Bri- 
tish industries have now defore 
them a period of reorganisation 
which will be accompanied |, by a 
rapid upward swing ih the power 
consumption curve. 

“This should allow the electrical 
manufacturers to operate at a much 
more satisfactory load factor and 
to reduce their costs to a point 
where clectrification will be ac- 
celerated. 
limit to potentialities. There is,no 
reason why the output of electricity 
in this country in the future should 
not exceed + 50,000,000,000 units, 
instead of the 28,000,000,000 units 
already fixed as a preliminary 
saturation point.”

DISORDER IN FUKIEN 


|}, Bandit General the Causé 


of Political Disorder 
BRIGANDRY RIFE 


[From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Amoy, January 28. : 
Militariam, communism, bandit- 
ism, intoleration and jealousy com- 
bine to form the ingredients of the 
pot of political disorder which eqn- 
tinues to seethe throughout Fukien, 
{tu the northern hale of the Pro- 


“|vince, the contents of the pot have 


recently become so ebullient that 
its cffervescence hag burst off the 
lid. According to latest reports, 
the Minister of the Navy, Admiral 


~{Chen Kuei-liang, is now in Foochow 


tndeavouring to rendjust it, 
General Lee Hsin-bang seems to 
be the fire under the pot causing 
the ‘present over-boiling in 
chow. For many years he was a 
bandit in Northwest Fukien. When 
the Kuomintang invaded the North 
he was commissioned a Major. 
General by the Nationalist Govern: 
nent, and at the same time two of 
his brothers, Loo Hsin-ming and 
‘Loo Hain-ing, were elevated tw tho 
rank of Brigadier Generals, This 
wave him a dominance in military 
circles which has since made Loo 
Hsin-bang a prominent factor in 
the polities of Fukien. It has.en- 
abled him to keep many of his in- 
fuencial followers in government 
offices throughout North Fukien, 
fand to hold several of the most im- 
portant posts in the Provincial 
Capital, such as ‘Commissioner of 
Salt Revenue, which-Is the most jm- 
portant financial post held by 
Chinese within the Province, and 
membership in that important body, 
the Provincial Council, ; 
The Troublesome Loos 


This group of Provincial Coun- 
villors, appointed by the Nationalist 
Government In the fall of 1928, 
have met with much difficulty in 
dealing with the Loo party, and in 
carrying out decisions which: ran 
counter to the wishes of Loo Hain- 
bang’s minions. . 

As a result of ° this situation, 
Ling Dee Hiong, said to be the 
brainiest member of this Council. 
conceived the idea of enlarging the 
small Provincial Constabulary into 
a division fully armed: This Con- 
stabulary, being subject to the 
orders of the Council, and being the 
only force which would take orders, 
from it, contributed very much td 
its prestige and authority. 


Sometime previous to the recent | 


coup in Foochow, differences ot 


‘Jopinion arose between the Defence 


Commissioner, Ling Tsung, and the 
Provincial Council. Reliable re- 
ports state that Ling Dee Hiong 
threatened to bring his entire Con- 
stabulary to Foochow and disarm 
the Defence Commissioner. 
Leaders Urged to Revolt 

In order to even the score in the 
settlement of these differences, the 
Defence Commissioner allied him- 
self with the Loo Party, and pre- 
vailed upon the leaders to seize 
control of the Central Government 
of the Province, and imprison the 
leaders of the opposition, the 


Jenemies of the Loo Party, on the 


charge of being counter-revolu- 
tionists, secretly planning to unite 
the Left Wing, or more radical 
political elements of the Province, 
against the present Government 
under the leadership of the rather 
doubtful General Chang Chen, De- 
fence Commissioner of the District 
of Changchow, and the strongest 
man in South Fukien. Plans were 
quietly laid and executed in Foo- 
chow, January 6, 1930, when an 
oficial dinner feast was surprised 
and broken up by the uninvited 
entry of soldiers who seized and 
carried away with them six im- 
portant guests, 
Storm of Opposition 

Subsequent events indicate that 
the leaders ‘of this raid thought 
themselves strong enough to com- 
pol recognition from the Civil 
Governor, Admiral 
chuang, and the Authorities in 
Nanking, and this gain the mastery 
over military affairs within the 
Province.

“Bucklers Hard” 

At the head of this amall river 
lies Beaulien with its historic 
abbey, an old world village nestling 
umongst some of the most pic- 
turesqué surroundings that are to 
be found in the whole of Britain;

the name of “Bucklers Hard.” 
Visited only by yachtsmen, | ple- 
nickers and a few people who know 
its history, ‘this place marks the 
site of’ what was during the 
Napoleonte wars, one of the most 
important shipbuilding centres in 
Britain, 

Brought into being by John, 
second Duke of Montagu, who de- 
sired to encourage shipbuilding as 
a local industry, the three famous 
line-of-battle ships Agamemnon, 
Swiftsure, and Euryalus, all of 
which fought at Trafalgar, were 
built here; even had the old yard 
built nothing else, the construction 
of these three alone would have 
been sufficient to make the name of 
Bucklers Hard: famous. , 

The origin of the term “Hard” js 
rather interesting and can be 
readily. understood when ono 
studies the nature of the river 
banks where “Hards” exist; it is 
mainly used on the south const to 
describe a landing-place where the 
banks in other spots are specially 
soft, and go quite unsuitable for 
craft to draw up alongside. Even 
to-day, the mud -or ooze of. the 
|Beautieu River is of a particularly 
tenacious character and great 
depth, as pointed out by -Lord 
Montagu of Beaulieu in his little 
book on “Bucklers Hard and its 
Ships.” 

Local Family Name 

The name “Bucklers,” we learn, 
is probably derived from a local 
family who lived there for genera- 
tiows, and the reason for its de- 
velopment as a port was because 
the Duke of Montagu 160 years ago, 
owned no sugar-producing island in 
the West Indies, and as ships could 


[sail . from the Beaulieu at times 


when it was impossible to do $0 
from Bristol or the Thames.on ac- 
count of being wind-bound at these 
places, .he decided to develop the 
place. The duke. offered apecial 
terms to a firm from Bursledon, on 
the enst side of Southampton 
Water, called Wyatt and Co. to 
‘start a shipyard at Bucklers -Hard, 
and in September, 1743, they com- 
menced operations. 

‘Their first’war vessel was the 
Surprise, of- 24 guns, launched in 
1745, to be followed by the Scor- 
pion: and Woolwich in 1746 and 
1749 respectively. They subse- 
quently built bigger vessels, and 
in the year 1781 they launched the 
ship which was to become closely 
associated with Lord Nelson, the 
Agamemnon. A Mr, Henry Adams 
was the overseer for the building

of Lymington, whilst three miles by 
land and water, “away up the wood- 
ed estuary lie the shipwrights and 
caulkera, resting in the peaceful 
churchyard of Beaulieu Abbey, side 
by side ‘with the Inst Hampshire 
ironfoundexs from Sowley Pond.” 

Still a picturesque little spot, this 
old-fashioned — Buckler’s Hard, 
for between 70 and 80 years 
was a busy hive of the shipbuilding 
industry. Were one to ask, any 
Tynesider where the Mauretania 
was built he would almost certain- 


ly give the right answer whether 
he had ever been employed at Swan, 
Hunter's or not; if one asked the 
average resident of Merseyside who | 
built the Alabama the odds are that 
he would know something about 
that vessel, which made history 
when she left Laird’s yard in the 
month of ‘May, 1862, and cost the 
British Govpeamant several mil- 
lions. 

Perhaps even some of the 
residents, of the North of Scotland 
might remember that the famous 
slipper ship Thermopylae was’ built 
at Aberdeen, or those of Dumbarton 
that the almost more famous clip+ | 
per Cutty Sark was built to the de- 
signs of Scott and Linton of that 
town, but it is very doubtful whe- 
vher many residents in the neigh- 
bourhood of. Beaulieu River would 
remember that the ship which is so 
closely connected with the earlier 
exploits of Lord Nelson first took 
the water at ‘the little village of 
Buckler’s Hard. 


Pompey's, Fate 


Of the great naval establish: 
ments at Portsmouth, a few miles 
away, will its fate ever be that of 
Buckler's Hard? One may be ex: 
cused in these days when talk of 
disarmament is more insistent than 
ever before, for asking such aj 
question. Lord Montagu evidently 
did not consider this an absoliite 
impossibillty, for at the conclusion 
little book he states:—~ 
“Where the caulking hammer re- 
sounded is now a peaceful meadow 
(referring to Buckler’s Hard), and 
wild fowl and herons haunt the 
once busy banks, Who knows that 
as aerial 
navigation progresses—and _ pro- 
gress it will—lose a great part of 
{ts glory? The oak gave way to 
metal. Shall the dominion of tho 
seas be overshadowed by the 
dominion of the air? It may be.

A. YEAR'S TASK 


Professor Falk began his search 
for the influenza germ on December 
12, 1928, during the height of an 
epidemic.

Influenza, so far us our present 

| Knowledge extends, is like a very 
severe cold which poisons the whole 
system. 

About once in every quarter of 3 
contury it is suddenly changed inte 
a devastating plague which sweeps 
the world. The'most recent of 
such “pandemics” ‘ (or world-wido 
plagues) was the one which oceurr- 
ed in the winter of Armistice year, 

_ avhen there were more than 114,000 


deaths in Britains To date this 
year in England and Wales. there 
have been 14,843. 

The cause of this increased 
severity appears to be that for 
gome reason at present uhknown 
the streptococcus, or = "chain 
microbe,” ,which is the cause « ot 
many virulent infections such as 
erisipelas, jumps in and hits the 
body when it is down. 

‘Whatever the’ primary cause of 
influenza may be (and , modern 
‘pacteriologista are not at all con 
vinced that it is the alleged 
“Bacillus Influenzae” of Pfeiffer), 
the fact remains that it fs com- 
paratively innocuous until Its “big 
brother,” the streptococcus, Joins 
in. 

A Killer : 

The streptococcus is certainly the 
‘cause of the intense blood poison’ 
ing which occurs in severe cased 

“uring what may be termed the 
plague years. It is capable of 
causing a virulent and fasal type of 
broncho-pneumonia. It transforms 
influenza from a pat into a punch. 
It isa killer, * 

Probably the fact that tho. King 
had been undergoing a course of 
vaccine treatment against it after 
his illness in -1925 played its part 
in his wonderful reeovery from his 
more recent illness, which was duo’ 
to a streptococcal infection,

I see, too, that he has been 
working in. collaboration with a 
group of 18 people. This is also- 
very important, begause it ia not 
possible for one person to find 
enough time to carry ant all’ the 
necessary work. 

Preparing the Vaccine 

It will take some time to 
establish definitely that the strep- |. 
tococcus discovered is indeed that 
of influenza, If it is found that} 
it has been isolated, it will be [! 
possible to prepare from ita 
vaccine which should prevent peo- 
ple from having’the complaint. 

During the last three years I 
.have been carrying out re- 
searches by a new method alto- 
gether. I have been trying to 
get at the streptococcus by photo- 
graphing cultures of my sputum, 
T have kept records of my suptum 
when in perfect health and also 
when suffering from an attack of 
influenza. 
streptococens I isolated three |’ 
years ago has cropped up when I 
have been suffering from, an. -at- 
tack of influenza, 

T saw it'in the sputum of a 
person who had an attack of 
influenza. 

1 have ,just recovered from 
an attack of influenza and I am 
very interested'to see what the 
photographs of my sputum show. 
T have been waiting for this at- 
tack for nine months—I suppose 
I might say that I almost wel- 
comed it. !
